It is quite t'ud—and it is # fact which I am 
pained to chronicle—that Parr has seen his best day a4 a practical exponent 
of the noble game, but those who are old enough to remembor’ his early 
exploits with the bat—his wonderful leg-hitting, his magnificent cutting, and 
his sure and steady defence—have always pecalfar pleasure in wituessing an 
innings from him, however badly played. -” Parr has, 4g, bls day, played some 
of the most scientific inning, cotipted with hard dati @ hitting, against the 
very best of bowling of all sorts—fast underhand, slows, medium round, fast 
round, and “dodgy” round—that any man cay boast of. His * back play" was, 
and is still, always grand, although never very gracefdl; and in his younger 
days his leg-hitting was so deadly sure and so stupendously severe, that tho 
old Sussex bowlers lost all their confidence and “ sting,” through more nervous- 
ness and fear, whenever he came to the wicket, and consequantly thoy gat 
“licked” most famously, Part, rhaps, has done more than any other man 
in the country towards popularising the game, and his name will, be Landed 
down to posterity as one of the very best cricketers Eugland ever posses@ 
Of late years hohag taken to trundling the “slows,” but, as Lillywhite remarks 
very quaintly that whenever he takes to slow bowling there always follows 


axcellence, although they did some execution among the American amateurs. 
As the secretary of the All England Eleven, everybody knows how highly Parr 
is esteemed by his colleagues, and the tact and ability with which he conducts

&racefulness and case which distinguished Richard Daft, or Jup or 


celebrated compeer, Robert Carpenter, is a palpable absurdity, as 
all who have witnessed his batting, wll readily admit, The best point

Robert Carpenter (Cambridge) is considered by experienced judges of the 
game to be ono of the very best “hits” in the world, while othera give the 
palm to Caffyn or Jupp, The two latter aro certainly very fine, bot in my 
opinion both give way to Carpenter, who certainly punishes “ off-balls" the 
most severely, Carpenter never was ve reat at the Jeg, We makes some 
very good straight and “ on" drives, and 8 great excellence of thes driven 
is enhanced by the fact that after they leave the bat they go spinning slong the 
eee like wild-fire, never getting up a yard. Carpenter'a baek play ia very 

ne, and his defence exceedingly safe; amatenrs havo a first-rate model when 
he gets at home at the wicket, as he never commita an indiscretion—alwaya 
safe, always dead sure. Asa “field,” Carpenter is excelled by no man living. ° 
One of the finest scenes a man can possibly witness is to see Carpenter at 
“point.” Sharp and agile ag a cat in his handling of the ball, he has a retarn 
to the wicket so quick and so true that to the spectator it is abaolntely mar- 
vellous. - Carpenter is thea mainstay of his shire.

Sin,—I pen the following lines with the hope that your love of ustice will 
cause you to insert them. What I am about to say is concerning Tom Kin 
ex-Champion of the World, who, I think, is being treated. on the whole, f 
anything but a fair way, after. he has so nobly and successfully upheld the 
honour of Old England. Now, let us take an impartial glance at this man's 
career in tho British Prize Ring. The facts Iam about to state, all old ring- 
goers are, no doubt, well aware of. I simply recapitulate them to place them 
in juxtaposition with the other great man of the day—James Mace. King 
made his debut in the “ roped arena,” in November, 1860, with Tom Truckle, 
whom he defeated in a little over the hour. His next appearance was with 
Young Broome, in the following year, to whom he gave the coup de grace, in 
less time than it took him to administer itto his former aged antagonist. Then 
comes the meeting between him and Mace, and in this battle he sustained his 
Jirst and only defeat, He again met Mace, and this time with better success, 
as he won the battle by a blow that was generally acknowledged to be the 
most terrific one that Was ever given within the “twenty-four feet,” in the 
recollection of the oldest ring-goer. We now come to his fight with Heenan, but. 
before speaking of which, I wish to know if, in any of the above, he has behaved 
himself in any way in a manner discreditable to a British pugilist. I had 
almost forgotten to state that he has also received forfeit from two.men, viz, 
Smith and Clamp; but he was certainly not guilty of any underhand work 
with them. He was not the cause of their forteiting, Well, then, it appears 
to me that his career in the Prize Ring has been as honest and upright as that 
of auy man who has ever shipped for a fair fight and no favour within it. It 
seems that his principal crime has been winning his last battle with Mace, by 
a blow that carried all ‘before it. He expressed his determination, both before 
and after the fight, that he should, win or lose, retire from public life, a deter- 
mination which only one man could prevent him carrying out, and that man, 
ueed Isay, was Heenan. King, after beating Mace, was Champion of England, 
and might have been said to have arrived atthe very top of the tree. Yet he saw 
that there was one step which, could he succeed in taking, would place him 
still higher in pugilistic reputation, and make him, not onl Champion of 
England, but Champion of the World, to obtain which proud title, he would 
have to meet a man, of which it may be said, the whole profession stood in 
awe, but who, in my humble opinion, was always made more of than he really 
deserved; well, he gallantly came forward, challenged, fought, and beat that 
man under the most trying circumstances. After the fight he was, when 
people appreciated his conrage, hardihood, &c., made a lion of, praised, thongh 
never moro than he really deserved. Well, presently our Transatlantic frienda 
heard of the “licking” he had administered to their “ boy,” and immediately 
springs up the rumour that the “boy” was drugged. Poor Boy! They tried 
to say he had not fair play in the fight, but they heard that the friands of their 
at predominated, if anything, at the ring-side, so they then took another tack. 

ven for the sake of argument, granting the boy was drugged, King was no 

rty to it; if he had been, he would not have said a few days before tha 
ght, that to win it, “he'd give all his money and ten years of his life” Had 
he been certain, which he would have been had he known he (Heenan) was 
to be drugged, he (King) would have laughed at him, and treated him with 
scorn. I'll lay 50 to 1 that he (Heenan) was not drugged, and 100 to 1 King 
knew nothing about it, even were it so. But that which I wish moro ex- 
pressly to complain of is, that persons from praising King have actually come 
to “run him down.” * If they cannot speak well of him, why speak at all; he 
had certainly never merited their reproaches, slurs, scoff s, or whatever you like 
to call them; they are, whenever convenient opportuntties offer, throwing off 
their sarcasms on him; they couplo his name with “accidental blows,” 
“common fellow;” and in your last edition, some person, styling himself, 
“ Wide Awake,” went so far as to say, that when he (King) was at Liverpool, 
the people chagfed him on his victory over Heenan; if this is true, they must 
have either been Americans or the very dregs of society, ruffians, without a 
God or country. A man who may havé been sald to have fought for the honour 
of Ais and our country, to bo received coolly, and chaffed for beating. 
his man, while his opponent received the heartiest welcome, I ap 
to Englishman at large if this is fair?” Is it encournging to young 
aspirants who. are hopefully looking forward to pogilistic honours, to 
see that after fighting their wa: up fairly, honourably, and civilly (as far those 
gentlemen whé complained of his want of the last, I quite agree with you in 
saying that he is a Jacky man who can please all persons), they are apt to be 
slighted and upraided in no gentle manner for their “ very victories," and thia 
voming from quarters where they cannot well take notice of it ¢ 

In conclusion, allow me to state that I am, like “R. D. H.," personetty 
unacquainted with either King or Mace, but an admirer of both, though I 
would notin any way detract from the fame of one man to add to that of 
another, Mace cannot say he has acted in the same honest, straightforward 
manner that King has, and when their careers are placed in opposition to each 
other, and I wish a'l readers of the above to place them 80, King certainly 
carries of the palm.
